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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1,2,8-10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nakanishi et al (JP 60255775; 12/17/85). Nakanishi teaches a compound of formula I 
where R = methyl; R1 = lower haloalkoxy; R2 = lower alkyl; m = 1,2. Nakanishi 
compound is equivalent to instant compound of formula I where R1 = SR, or S-alkyl; R2 
and R3 together = imidazole; R4 = O-lower haloalkyl; R5 = alkyl. Nakanishi teaches that 
the compound is a fungicide. Nakanishi teaches a composition comprising the fungicide 
and solvent. Nakanishi teaches that other classes of fungicides can be added to the 
composition. See abstract. Nakanishi teaches a method of applying the composition to 
plants to control fungi growth. See abstract. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Nakanishi as applied to claims 1,2,8-10 above. See 102(b) above. Nakanishi teaches all 
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that is recited in claims 3-5 except for instant compounds where R1 is SH. However, 
Nakanishi teaches compounds where R1 is S-Me. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to make instant compound 
where R1 is S-Me instead of R-SH. One would have been motivated to do this since Me 
and H are chemically equivalent when employed in the same art. A compound which 
differs from the art compound by only a pendent methyl group and has the same utility 
is obvious. One would have the required motivation to prepare such a compound when 
searching for new compounds having the same utility. Several decisions recognize the 
structural obviousness of compound differing from the art merely in a methyl group: In 
re Grunwell, 203 USPQ 1055; In re Magerlein, 202 USPQ 473; In re Wood, 199 USPQ 
137. 

Claim Objection 

Claims 6,7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. The prior art does not teach or suggest instant 
compounds where R1 is H.
